If the right to receive the fund 
a vy the charter could not be taken 
away, then the State stood forever pledged not 
only to pay over the money, but to impose the 
tax by which tne money was to be raised. Such 
doctrine would debar the State from remittin 
or m ing the tax imposed by the Re 
Charter of 1868 on insurance agents, or from 
changing its fiscal or its police policy in relation 
to foreign insurance companies. No authority 
could be found sustaining such rn and on 
principle it was wholly untenable. The case 
would therefore be reversed and the cause re- 
manded. . 

WHAT ARE FIXTURES? 

In the case of Chapman va. The Union Mu- 
tual Life-Insurance Company, the question was 
raised as what are fixtures in a church. Some 
vears ago the Trustees of the Michigan Avenue 
Church gave a trust-deed on the church prop- 
erty, including fixtures, to the Union Mutual 
Life-Insurance Company to secure a debt of 
$53,000. Subsequently Cass man, the arch- 
itect, recovered judgment for $1,416 against the 
church, and proceeded to levy on its car- 

s, organ, and settees to ésat- 
claim. The Company then 
filed a bili to restrain the sale, claim that 
the ores, carpet, reading-desk, pulpi 
chandeliers, settees, pew-cushions, ball-lam ps, 
window-blinds, furnace, and heating apparatus 
were fixtures, and covered 4 the trust-deed. 
On hearing, Judge Moare decided that the 
organ, gas-üxtures, hall-lamps and globes, set- 
tees, furnaces, sters, and beating apparatus 
were fixtures, granted an injunction against 
their sale, but refused it as to the other articles. 
Chapman disclaimed any right to hold the read- 
ing-aesk, chandeliers, furnaces, and registers, 
question, therefore, was as to the 
the settees, ball-lamps, and organ. 

The Appellate Court, by Judge Bailey, held 
that the settees in the Sunday-school-room, 
being movable and pot attached in apy way to 
the building, were not fixtures. Though it was 
true the apartments thus furnished could not 
be used for the purposes for which they were 
designed without the settees or other similar 
conveniences, yet the same might be said of 
every unfurnished room. The fact that furni- 
ture was indispensable to the proper use of the 
building did not make it a fixture. The hall 
lamps were gas fixtures attached in the usual 
way, but the law was estabiished that such gas 
fixtures were not part of the realty. The ques- 
tion as to whether the organ was a fixture was 
more complicated. ‘The evidence, however, 
showed it had been made with special reference 
to the size and shape of the recess where it was 
put, that it added to the completeness of the 
appearance of the church interior by ite har- 
mopious decoration, and would leaye an un- 
sightly, and even unfinished, place if it were re- 
aural It was not, in fact, fastened to the 
building, except by two nails, but the sole cri- 
terion of a fixture was not that it was affixed to 
the realty. The intention of the parties had 
much todo with determining whether an ar- 
ticle was a fixture. The organ in question was 
evidently a prominent accessory, more than 
a piece of furniture. The law as regards fix- 
tures was very conflicting, but, In cases of 
doubt, great weicht should be given to the in- 
tention of the parties. The rule was that chat-

The Appel- 
late Court, however, by Judge Bailey, held the 
sub-contractors were not under the evidence 
entitled to any such lien, and directed that the 
decree of the court below should be modified so 
as to allow the claim of Carpenter for his extra 
disbursements to be paid first, and then to hare 
the remainder divided pro rata among the sub- 


contractors. 
HOLTON VS. DALY. 

Thie was a suit to recover damages by Daly 
against his employer, Holton. The accident 
was caused by the bursting of an emery wheel, 
and the defense was that it was caused by a fel- 
low-workman. for which recovery could not be 
had against the employer. Appellate 
Court held that the question involved was im- 
properly steted in one of the instructions to the 
jury, and the case for that cause alone.

A SERIOUS COLLISION. 

A serious collision occurred in midlake about 
12:30 o’clock yesterday morning, the vessels en- 
gaged in it being the stmr Alpena, of the Good- 
rich Line, and the lumber schr J. O. Moss. The 
latter was badly damaged, her port bow being 
torn off almost down to the water’s edge. The 
Moses arrived in this port shortly after noon, and 
Capt. Robinson, who owns and sails her, made 
a statement concerning the collision. The in- 
jured vessel was bound to Chicago, from 
Muskegon, with a cargo of lumber, having 
left the latter port at 2 p. m. Monday. She was 
sailing along free at the rate of about a mile an 
hour, the wind being very light from the east- 
ward, and the night not dark sor the weather 
thick. She was oo the port tack, and headed

was seen first, 
and some time afterward, both lights were 
observed by Capt. Robinson, and then the green 
light was shut out from view, and the red only 
could de seen. Before the hight disap- 
from. view, Capt. I displayed a 
torch, but he says it did not appear to have any 
effect in the course of the steamer, 
which came bearing down on the schooner, and 
soon struck her with terrible force, stem on, on 
the starboard of the bowsprit. close to the 
stem, cutting the port bow clean off as far aft as 
the forerigging, „ the rail, stanchions, 
five strakes of plank, the ends of the frames, 
and the bowsprit and ——— As she struck 
the Moss the Alpena glanced al on the port 
side of the former, and stopped after running a 
few yards past her. The shock was so great 
that the men asleep in the forecastle of the 
schooner were nearly thrown out ot their berths, 
and one of the men said he never got on deck so 
soon in all bis experience of a number of years. 
The Alpena returned quickly to the schooner, 
and Capt. Melntosh asked what he could do, 
and remained alongside until a jacket 
could be put over the damaged part 
of the Fortunately there was 
no sea on, otherwise the — would 
bave waterlogged. A portion of the deck -- load 
of lumber was shifted over from the port to the 
starboard side, so as to list the vessel over and 
keep her or side well out. The Alpena 
took a line her, with the intention of tow- 
ing her into Grand Haven, when the stmr Mus- 
kegon, bound for Chicago, from Grand Haven, 
bove in sight and was signaled, and ran along- 
side the Moss and took ber in tow for this port, 
the Alpena p on her course across the 
lake. On reaching the harbor the tug Black 
Ball took the towline from the Moss and towed 
her up to the Lumber Market, where she 
was lying last evening, and where: many 
vessel men others looked in as- 
tonishment at the appearance she 
presented. it will require about $500 to repair 
the damage. The Alpena was but slightly in- 
voi having struck a glancing biow, stem on, 
t she must have been badly shaken ub by the 
shock. At the moment of the collision no one 
appeared on the deck of the steamer, so far as 
could be observed by the men on the schooner. 
Capt. McIntosh is known as a careful navigator, 
and may have a version of the occurrence that is 
different from that of the men on the Moss. 

It is 3 that the accident did not 
happen in weather, or else the damage might 
have been much more serious. 

The Moss will be placed in Grydock and ex- 
amined, with a view to determining the full ex- 
tent of the damage done her.

M. Lon Omorrzav delivered an address 
yesterday before the Board of Trade, urging 
the adoption of a treaty with Fraues to se- 
eure reciprocity in trade with that country.

The learned gentleman forcibly present- 
ed the advantages of a direct trade between 
the United States and France, Now the trade 
with France in breadstuffs and provisions, 
the great staple productions of the West, is 
mainly carried on through other European 
countries.

It is proposed to ad- 
mit American breadstaffs to France at a duty 
of 12 cents per 220 pounds. When imported 
into France from an European country the 
duty is 84 cents per 220 pounds. Now, under 
the proposed treaty, the American producer 
will sell direct to French buyers and enjoy 
the low duty, and the French purchasers, by 
taking direct from the United States, will be 
able to sell to consumers at a less price, and, 
of course, in larger quantities. Readers of 
Tax Trarpons are familiar with this subject 
of direct trade and reciprocity. Where 
we sell we can also afford to buy. Ev.

free commercial intercourse is an advance in 
civilization and in the improvement of the

JUDGE M'ALLISTER’S LAW. 

In the administration of both civil and 
criminal justice there 1s always a party aim- 
ing to defeat justice and a party aiming to 
secure and enforce it. It is a eufficient rea- 
son why apy person, whatever his legal 
attainments may be, should not sit upon the 
Bench, that he uniformly perverts his learn- 
ing to the task of defeating and defrauding 
justice instead of enforcing it, Such a per- 
son is Judge MoAuzasren. A few years ago 
he believed in the vigorous administration of 
justice, and asa Judge was even noted for 
the severity of his sentences upon criminals, 
His mind was then unwarped by those 
hatreds toward large classes of the people 
which now sway and bias it. Simcoe then his 
Spiritualistic researches have allied him to 
an obscure and not much-respected class of 
minds, the holding of whose tenets is re. 
garded by the overwhelming majority of 
educated men, whether of religious, scien. 
tific, or philosophic bias, as indicative of a 
disturbed condition of the reasoning powers 
and of a judgment already unsettled. We 
do not say that such an estimate of the 
mental condition of so-called Spiritualists is 
just, but only that it is very widely enter- 
tained, and the fact that it is so entertained, 
and that spirit-mediums and spirit-seekers 
are looked upon with ill-concealed contempt 
on the part of orthodox Protestant Christians, 
scientific men, and philosophic thinkers alike, 
would naturally expose these classes to the 
keen resentment of a despised Spiritualist,— 
a resentment which in one of a passionate 
nature would lead inevitably to the effort to 
defeat and thwart whatever convictions or- 
thodox Protestantism should unitedly en- 
deavor to maintain. As respects most ques- 
tions of » moral, religious, or educational 
nature, therefore, Judge MoA.iisrmr occu- 
pies the Ishmaelitish position of a pariah or 
an outcast, condemned to an attitude of re- 
coiling hatred against the convictions of 
much the larger class of the persons who 
pay the taxes out of which he derives his 
income.

Nor was it from 
an acute perception of the requirements of 
equity and of the spirit of the law, for 
both as much require that the Judge shall 
be unbiased as that the jury shall be impar- 
tial. Since it arose neither from respect for 
the law nor from a sense of equity, it could 
only have arisen from a determination to 
take an active and spiteful part in the de- 
feat of justice. 

It, requires no astute learning to defy Leg- 
islatures and deride the decisions of the Su- 
preme Oourt; no profound sense of equity 
to inspire a Judge to walk into the Bench 
for the purpose of expelling men of precise- 
ly his own class from the jury-box; judicial 
demagogues, aiming at the defeat of justice, 
are exactly equal to both these tasks, The 
effect must be to render living in the City of 
Chicago absolutely impossible, or at least as 
uncertain as in the mountain mining-districts 
of Utah or California. The question at is- 
sue in the re-election of McA.usrer is prac- 
tically whether residence in Chicago shall be 
possible to any man who does not care to 
become a walking arsenal, and whether it 
shall be endurable to anybody,—in short, 
whether assassination shall be the lawful 
penalty for a supposed error or difference of 
opinion.

THE KENTUCKY DEMOCRATS. 

A division in the Democratic party of Ken- 
tueky has been long expected. The party 
has been too cumbersome. Its majorities 
have been too large. The scramble for office 
within its ranks have been too general and 
too disgraceful. It did not hold to reason 
that any party in which a nomination was 
equivalent to an election could remain united 
and harmonious. Factions are sure to rise 
in such a party. The persons who are in 
office and the persons who want to be in 
Office cannot agree as to their rospective 
merits ; and both have followers sufficient to 
make a showing at the polls. It has been 3 
matter of surprise to Northern men that the 
Kentucky Democrats have held together so 
well. With the example of other Southern 
States before them, in which mdependent 
candidates have been so numerous as almost 
to constitute a party of themselves, it is sur- 
prising that the division in Kentucky has not 


bas been accepted as a deliberate defiance of

Hewprioxs in the Presidential nomination is 
certainly not serious enough of itself to war- 
rant the ferocious assault of Mr. Warranson 
upon him. Mr. Heypaross has acted as the 
tail to the Torn kite once; he is under no 
obligation to do so again. He accepted the 
nomination for the second place on the 
Democratic National ticket most reluctantly 
in 1876; he is not willing to accept it 
in 1880. It cannot be expected that 
he will second 
place before the first has been all disposed 
of. He would not have agreed in 1876, be- 
fore the Convention was held, to stand aside 
fér Mr. TDN. The idea would then have 
seemed to him preposterous, Why should 
he agree to do so now? He feels now, and 


stronger in his own party and before the 
country than Mr. Trupsy is. The disgust 
with Tupen in the South is now unques- 
tionably widespread and profound, whereas 
in 1876 he was nominated by the South. 

The difference between the Tor and 
anti-TitpDEN wings of the Democratic party 
in Kentucky is radical. One party is for 
hard money; the other for soft money. One 
is conservative and compromising, fearing to 
offend the better sense of the country; the 
other is outspoken and fearless. One be- 
lieves in all the old Whig doc. 
trines, and the other in all the old 
Democratic doctrines. It is to Mr. Warrzn- 
son’s credit that he belongs naturally on the 
Conservative side, and has in the past done 
good service in resisting the Bourbon 
tendencies of the majority. In 1872 and 
thereafter for a short time he almost had 
control of the party, But his subsequent 
relapse and inconsistency destroyed nearly 
all the power for good which he had pre- 
viously possessed. He became the most 
violent of the violent, and has not yet recov- 
ered fully his old tone, though striving to do 
so. Opposed to him now is the influence of 
a journal quite as able, and destined perhaps 
to be more powerful than bisown. This is 
the new Louisville Age, which as a Conserva- 
tive organ of opinion ranks very high, and is 
as merciless in exposing the inconsistencies 
of Mr, Warrzrson and combating his posi- 
tions as he is in attacking Mr. Hunpricus 
and the anti- TLD Democrats generally of 
Kentucky. It will be surprising if the fric- 
tion of the two Democratic factions in Ken- 
tucky, organized and led as they are, does 
not produce important political results 
within a short time. 

The Republican State Convention which 
meets at Cincinnati to-day promises to be of 
unusual interest. The eandidates for the 
nomination for Governor are ex-Attorney- 
General Tarr and Onanges Fosrzr. If the 
canvass is to be merely a struggle for State 
officers and to preserve the political majori- 
ty im the State, either of these gentlemen 
will probably answer the purpose, The 
State of Ohio, however, occupies an impor. 
tant place in American politics, The strength 
of parties is so nearly balanced, and the vote 
of the State so necessary in a Presidential 
election, that if for no other reason each 
party is anxious to secure a triumph, espe- 
cially on the eve of the Presidential nomina- 
tions. Mr. Taunman is a candidate for the 
Democratic Presidential nomination. If the 
Republicans nominate a candidate for Gov- 
ernor who is a weak man, it is 
probable that the Democrats will nominate 
Tuurman, who, upon the glory of carrying 
the Republican State of Ohio in 1879, would 
make a strong demand for the Democratic 
nomination for President in 1880. Hence 
the uncertainty at Cincinnati; and it is not 
impossible that to-day it will be considered 
at Cincinnati that the surest way of defeating 
Tuurman’s nomination and election as Gov- 
ernor will be te nominate Jon SHerMan as 
the Republican candidate, If Annan be 
nominated to-day, then Tuvunmin will be 
forced to be the Democratic candidate, and 
the election this, year in Ohio will be the 
hottest and most exciting one ever held 
in any State in the United States. Upon it 
will depend the future nomination of both 
SuermMan and Tuvrman, and largely change 
the whole future of Presidential nominations 
by both parties in 1880, The action to-day 
will be full of interest to both parties, not 
only in Ohio, but throughout the United

Twice before, 
these dark and dreary days of depression haye 
at long-continued intervals hung over our 
city, but have both given way to prosperity, 
which has shone brighter and brought: us 
greater growth and higher prices than ever be- 
fore. The third is now upon us, but is begin- 
ning to clear away, —a simple repetition of our 
past history.

Reception Given Them by the 
Calumet Club. 


A Grand Turn-Out of the Veter- 
ans of the Young City. 


Speech of Welcome by Gen. Strong--- 


Judge Caton’s Reply.

The. spacious pariors of the Calumet Club 
were thronged last evening with the venerable, 
but, as a rule, hale and hearty, representatives 
of a former generation,—the men who came to 
Chicago when it was not Chicago, properly 
speaking, but a thriving young village at the 
head of Lake Michigan: the pioneers of civill- 
zation, in a word, the old settlers” of Chi- 
cago, whose coming here dates prior to 1840. It 
was a collection unique in its character, and one 
whose like is seldom seen. The represeutatives 
of all the walks of life, the veterans in years 
aud in experience, the silver-haired, and the 
less venerable on whose heads the frosts of age 
had as yet touched but lightly,—all were there, 
and every last one of them insisting that he was 
just as young in spirits, if not in years, as he 
was forty years ago. And, to tell the truth, the 
unchecked and unrestrained friskiness of even 
some of the older heads was proof positive of 
the lingering existence of a very pardonable de- 
sire to be boys again, or, if not boys, at least 
very young or middie-agea men. There were 
those who had not met for years,—some had 
not looked into each other’s faces for 4 quarter 
of a century,—and the result of such a coming 
together as that of last evening was the renew- 
ing of old and tried friendships, the fervid 
clasping of many a hand, the utterance of many 
a heartfelt * Goa bless you.” 

THE IDEA OF THIS MOST PLEASANT REUNION 
dates from the last annual meeting of the Calu- 
met Club, when a resolution was introduced by 
Mr. Joel C. Walter, and unanimously adopted, 
providing for the appointmont of a com- 
mittee to invite all the old settlers 
whose names and addresses were obtamadie 
to attend a reception given them by this young 
but progressive organization, representing Chi- 
cago’s wealth and culture. Messrs. 8. B. Cobb, 
Franklin D. Gray, Mark Kimball, James II. 
Rees, Joel C. Walker, Mareus C. Stearns, and 
Frederick Tuttle were appointed as such Com- 
mittee, and immediately set about preparing for 
the success of the event which passed off so 
happily last evening. Some difficulty was ex- 
perienced in securing a full list of the veneia- 
bles whose advent here dates back prior to 
1840, but if any were omitted—and they must 
have been very few—it was not from any lack 
of desire on the part of the Committee to do 
the full measure of their duty, but simply 
from the inherent difficulty of the task, in- 

by the absence of anything like 
a complete list of the veterans living 
in Chieago and vicinity. A number of the in- 
vited ones sent letters of regret at their ina- 
bility to be present,—a regret which was shared 
equally by themselves and those who were 60 
fortupate as to be able to attend. 

The veteran guests of the Club began to ar- 
rive shortly after 7 o’clock, and an hour later, 
when the programme of speech-making was to 
have been taken up, the later arrivais were still 
pouring in, and the era ot hand-shaking and of 
renewing old acquaintances and of refreshiny 
old memories seemed but to have commenced. 
The evening’s exercises were  accord- 
ingly defer until something like balf 
an bour later, aud, apparently, to 
nobody’s lasting regret, for the calling up of old 
reminiscences was something in which all coald 
and did take part, and with a deal of zest, too, 
that revealed the pleasurabie pride the yeterans 
took in dipping into the past. 

An effort was made to get a complete registry 
of the names of all the old settlers, but, owing to 
the crowd, the process of registering was accom- 
panied with some considerable difficulty. In 
addition to this, anumber of the questa were 
compelled to leave at a comparatively early 
hour, and before they could get an opportunity 
so great was the pressure upon the space and 
the accommodations, to put down their names.

CLOSING PROCEEDINGS IN NORTHERN assEx- 


BLY. 

Saratoga, N. T., May 27.—At the opening of 
the Presbyterian Assembly this morning the 
Rev. Dr. Patton, after a few remarks relating 
to the resolution offered by the Committee on 
Bills and Overtares last evening, reaffirming 
the deliverance of the Assembly of 1886, giving 
to the pastor and convert the privilege to de- 
cide us to the validity of the Oatholi¢ baptiem 
in each case, gave way to the Rev. Dr. Erskine 
N. Waite to offer a compromise resolution, 
which Dr. Patton said be was willing to accept 
as a substitate for the report of the Committee. 
The resolution, as subsequently amended, read: 

Resolved, That this Assembly, in full accord- 
ance with the words of our fession of Faith 
respecting jhe Church of Rome and its so-called 
spiritual head, do now reaffirm the deliverance 
upon this eabject of the Assembly of 1835, as ap- 
plying to the homish hierarchy beaded vy the Pope, 
falsely claiming to be the true Ohuroh, which is 
opposed absolutely and ir lably to the doc- 
trines of the Holy Scripture, and is corfupting and 
degrading a large part of Christ's Church. over 
which it bas usurped supreme control. 

The Rey. Dr. Miller, of New Jersey, spoke in 
favor of the Rev. Dr. Patton’s original resolu- 
tion. He claimed that the repudiation of the 
Romish Church entirely would, in 4 measure, 
invalidate the succession of the ministry. 

Elder C. D. Drake believed that, while many 


good Christians were in the Roman Church, the 


hierarchy is corrupt. 
Permission was given the Rev. Dr. Prime to 


accept the amendment of the Rev. De. White to 
bis substitute, offered last evening, affirming 
the deliverance of 1835. 

The Rev. Dr. Patton closed the debate as 
Chairman of the Committee on Bille and Over- 


tures, saying that while be was willing to accept 
the substitute of Dr. White, he wished it to be 
understood that the real question was not relat- 
ing to the corruption of the Roman hierarchy, 
but wasas to whether the fodividual members 
held the fundamental and essential doctrines of 
the Presbyterian Church. Reading from the 
form of government the — stating what 
shall constitute the belief of church members, 
he said the fallacy of Judge Drake was in 
taking Vaticanism as the Romish Church. 
Vaticanism is one thing,—the Roman Church 
something else. When we argue that there are 
elect and regeverate children in the Roman 
Church, we do vot contend that the Catholic 
Church is a society of regenerate people. The 
Presbyterian Church is the only branch of the 
true Chureh—not the only Church. 

The Rev. Dr. Prime said that be had accepted 
the substitute of the Rev. Dr. White, with the 
expectation that it would stop discussion. He 
regretted much that Dr. Patton hed read the 
paper at the close of his address.

The moral of this story is obvious enough. 


Here wa a wegro who bad got ahead in the 
world. He nad gratified himself with a horse 
and buggy,—the highest ambition of the rural 
male negro,—and his wife was probably the 
possessor of. considerable flummery. Perhaps 
he actually hed the money in his pocket to pay 
for his barrel of flour; at all events, a little self- 
genial and thrift would have enabled him to pay 
ashe went along. but he preferred to let the 
storekeeper take the risk of bis gathering a crop 
sufficient to liquidate the amount of credit that 
hed been extended to him. As a means for the 
better understanding of the full sway and utter 
riciousness of this credit system, I will go over 


briefly the peculiarities of the 
LAND-TENURB. 


Tour correspondent in Mississippi has given 
you s very claborate and very accurate descrip- 
tion of the land and credit systems in that State, 
and the customs are much the same in Louis- 


iana. 

1. After the War tLe cotton-planters began 
to cultivate the land by hired labor. In a very 
few years this system was abandoned almost 


entirely. The planters, as a rule, were too poor 
to keep it up. The factors who advanced them 
the money necessary to cultivate a crop lost 
largely for lack of adequate security, and de- 
manded some other system. The negroes them- 
selves desired to work the lands in a more inde- 
pendent fashion; the system of wages was too 
much like the driving and gang-labor of slavery 
days. One large planter with sufficient means 
to pay the labor made a desperate effort to ad- 
here to the wages system, because he was con- 
vinced that it was best for himself and for the 
dlacks. After local labor had deserted him, he 
went to Virginia, and at a large expense re- 
étocked”’ his plantation, as be put it,—that is, 
be imported a new set of bands; but it was not 
long before the preference of the negroes for 
snother system and the necessities of his h- 
bors forced him to abandon the struggle. Now 
the payment of wages in the cotton districts is 
the exception, though that system still prevails 
in the sugar and rice districts. 

2. The next effort that was made was that the 
laborers sbould work the land on shares. The 
terms were that the land-owner sbouid furnish 
the mules, wagons, farm-implements, etc., and 
should receive one-half the crop. But this sys- 
tem required that the planter should advance 
the negroes sufficient supplies to carry them 
through the season, and, as he could not get 
more than 810 to the bale on the estimated 
crop from his city factor, this was not au easy 
matter for him to do. One ortwo bad crops 
was enough to impair this system to a large 
extent, though it still prevails in isolated cases. 

8. Another plan which grew out of the impe- 
runiosity of land-owners was to lease planta- 
tions to the so-called merchants, who vould

It is doubdtfal whether the country storekeep- 
ers get rich in spite of the per cent which they 
exact. It is with them as it was with the fac- 
tors in the earlier years succeeding the War. 
Their losses more than offset the exorbitant in- 
terest and profits they charge up against their 
customers. Thus the credit system is one out 
of which nobody makes any money,—neitber 
the plauter, the merchant, nor the laborer; but 
it seems to be inseparable from the present land- 
tenure and renting system.

Utterances of the Boss Traitor Just Previous 
to the Rebellion—A Letter Full of Patriotic 
Sentiments and Love of the Union and the 
Constitation. 

wo the Editor of The Tribune 

Cuicaeo, May 27.—I have been in the habit 
for many years past of preserving newspapers 
containing accounts of interesting events of any 
and every description, and have often derived 
from their subsequent examination a degree of 
eutertainment very far beyond that which their 
first pernsal afforded. The contrast of feeling 
with which we recur after the lapse of years to 
events or words which at the time were full of 
living interest, while they now serve only to re- 
mind us of 
Passions long extinguished, and hopes long dead 

and abandoned, 

is enough in itself to give vital interest to such 
record.. But this may often be greatly en- 
hanced by subsequent events which were un- 
foreseen or little thought of originally, but 
which may have given an absorbing interest to 
words that were but commenplace expressions 
when written. 

I bappened recently to come upon one of 
these records, which seemed to me to possess 
such general interest as to be worthy of publi- 
cation. 

On the 18th of January, 1859, about 200 citi- 
zens of Boston and invited guests assembled at 
the Revere House to celebrate the seventy- 


seventh anniversary of the birthday of Daniel 


Webster. It was the seventh year after his 
death, and the clouds of sectional strife which 
he bad 860 labored to disperse were gather~ 
ing ominously, and the mutterings of the 
coming storm were swelling in louder and 
louder peals. 

His birthday seemed a fitting occasion to in- 
yoke the spirit which had animated his efforts 
in behalf of the Constitution and Union, and the 
call which was issued for the gathering was eager- 
ly responded to by leading men whose names 
were then “familiar to the edr as houschold 
words,’’—men of widely-differing political opin- 
ons, but who were ready to unite in an effort 
to avert the storm which seemed to threaten all 
alike with ruin. 

Twenty years is but a brief space in history, 
yet the perusal of the names of those who were 
present in person or by letter on that occasion, 
and whe have since made their exit, will serve 
to show how rapidly and silently the changes in 
life’s drama are effected by the mere withdrawal 
from the stage of those who have been its prom- 
inent actors. 

The presiding officer was Caleb Cushing. Of 
those who contributed to the soul-stirring and 
beart-warming sentimegts which went forth to 
the world from tbe banquet hall, the names 
which follow will startle manv a reader whose 
south is behind him with a sense of the intel- 
jectual lights which have departed within his 
recollection. Among those present were Presi- 
dent C. C. Felton, Rufus Choate, Gov. Gardner, 
Fletcher and Sidney Webster, B. F. Hallett.

Gen. Todleben's Despotic Acts at Odessa. 

Dispatch to London Times, 

Opessa, May 13.—Last Monday evening Gen. 
Todleben arrived at Odessa as Provisional Gov- 
ernor-General of that city and the whole of 
South Russia. Although he has not yet been 
aweek at bis new post, some police visits, 
arrests, and summary dismissals have already 
been made. On Wednesday night a sudden 
descent was made upon a school in an isolated 
part of a suburb of the town. A cerdon of l- 
diers was stationed around the buildings to 
prevent any one escaping while search was be- 
ing made, which, after all, led to no result, 
nothing baving been found there to com- 
promise any of the heads of that insti- 
tution. Last Saturday, the 10th inst., M. 
Orbinsky, the Director of the Commercial 
School here, received a summons from Gen. 
Todleben to relinquish to another the manage- 
ment of that establishment, which he has most 
ably conducted ever since it was founded about 
twenty years ago. It seems that acopy of the 
revolutionary paper, wi and Liberty, having 
been seized by the police at the lodging of one 
of the masters of that school; the Director, on 
being applfed to by the authorities for iuforma- 
tion respecting him, spoke favorably of him as 
a professional man. Last Thursday, therefore, 
Gen. Toaleben sent for the Director to tell bim 
that he must resign his office. The Director 
protested against the imputation that be 
had any sympathy with revolution, The 
General then reminded his visitor that 
he had no right to protest, and ended 
by requesting him to leave his ‘presence, which 
has been followed up by a summary dismissal 
of the Director from his post. Such is the 
treatment accorded to one of the best-known 
and most enlightened and respected men of 
Odessa alter having served the State for neariy 
thirty years, first as Professor at the University 
of Odessa and afterwards in the above capacity. 
The master in Whose possession the obnoxious 
newspaper was found has also been prohibited 
from following his profession. No crime, in- 
deed, political or other, has been proved against 
him, but he is forbidden to continue to gain his 
bread in the only calling in which he has exer- 
cised himself all his life, merely because 
some ene reported + bim to the 
police as having received a revolutionary 
paper. Emplorers are liable to be fined for m- 
ploying persons without passports or who have 

rts which are not in every particular 
strictly correct. Cases are beginning to crop 
up of persons being arrested upon the smaliest 
or upon false pretenses, and afterwards being 
set free without ever knowing why they have 
been put in prison. Thus, two kinds of terror, 
Imperial and revolutionary, now reigning in 
Russia appear to have reached the shores of the 


Black Sea.

Rassian Officials Negotiating with Switzer- 
land for the Surrender of Gen. Mesenzew’s 


Murderer. 


Cologne Gazette. 

The murderer of Mesenzew has been discov- 
ered. He is a Russian nobleman named 
Turikow, and it was his hand that drove the 
fatal knife into Mesenzew’s body. He was be- 
trayed by the coachman, Michatlow, who drove 
him and his accomplice away from the scene of 
their crime, and who hes been in custody for a 
long time past, but could not be brought to any 
sort of confession until lately. The other day 
M. Krach, the manager of Tattersall's,“ recog- 
nized and identified bim from among a number 
of prisoners paraded before that gentleman in 
the fortress. Michailow then offered to make a 
statement under two conditions—first, that his 
life should be spared, and secondly, that he 
should be protected from his accomplices. Both 
conditions were granted, upon which Michailow 
unburdened his soul, denouncing Turikow and 
disclosing the latter’s place of sojourn—Geveva. 
He further declared that he had been drawn 
into the conspiracy by acquaintances, and that 
the lot had fallen to bim to piay the coachman’s 
part at the assassination of Mesenzew. 

In vain he pleaded that he knew 22 
about horses and would make a desperately ba 
coachman; fate had selected him, and he had 
nothing to do but to obey. The conspirators 
dressed him up in livery, and he was compelled 
to take daily lessons in driving until he had 
learned how to drive a team with ease and safe- 
ty. He declared upon oath that had he refused 
to drive Mesenzew’s murderers on the day of 
the assassination the Committee would have 
slain him without merey. Upon the strength 
of Michailow’s revelations the Russian 
Government forthwith applied to the Helvetian 
Republic for the extradition of the murderer 
Turikow. still resident in Geneva. But the 
Swiss Government would not hear of giving up 
a political offender; upon which the Russian 
Government undertook to treat Turikow not as 


a political offender, but as an ordinary criminal.

M. Leon Chotteau is a delegate from the 
French Government, and in the interest of com- 
merce has been working in this country to se- 
cure the framing of a treaty between France 
and the United States mutually advantageous. 
To effect this he bas visited the Chambers of 


Commeree in every large Amorican city, and in 


every case he says his views have met with the 
approval of business men. Yesterday he spoke 
before the members of the Board of Trade, and 
project met with unanimous approval. He 
said: 


I rather with Mr. John Bri when that 
illustrious Knghehman declares — is nothing 
like trade to make friends of one another. and 
that, more than anything else, friendship makes us 
trade with ench other. In that respect, France 
and the United States cannot but increase their 
productive capacity, since, for more than a century, 
afrank and loyal friendship has united the two 
nations. Remember how we stand to-day. The 
French general tariff prohibits most of your mann- 
factured goods from entermg France, and admits 
the productions of your soil only on paying high 
duties. Are you willing to always submit to this 
abnormal tariff, woich allowed you to send to France 
exports of a value of only’$54, 289,910 daring the 
year ending June 30,1878: Your exports to Great 
Britain amounted te 431,673. A Western 
man recently told me, t nothing can either au- 
thorize or justify that difference, between 354. 
000, 000 and $225, 000,000. You have to gain with 
France $174,000.000. After having allowed you 
to send her these supplementary exports ameunt- 
ing to the last cited sum, France will require some- 
thing from you. She will say: If voa can trade 
with me to the same extent that Great Britain en- 
ables you to do on her territory, let me at least en- 
joy the privileges that Great Britain possesses in 
the United States. During the last fiscal year 
England has exported to this country goods worth 
$107. 290,677. France has sent you merchandise 
worth only $43, 578,870. If, following England's 
example, she increases her exports to $107, 000, - 
000, it will be $64,000,000 more than at pres- 
ent. But you will have increased your ex- 
ports to her $174, 000, 000. You, therefore, will have 
no cause for complaint, as u will still have 
an advantage over France of 8110, 000, 000. Such 
are the resuits which we wish you toattain. Per- 
haps you have already inquired what ways and 
means will lead to it? Be without fear. When 
time to settle ona satisfactory basis will have come. 
Mr. William M. Evaris, your eminent Secretary of 
State, will be able to solve the provlein laid before 
you, and will not sacrifice any of the interests of 
your great country.

FRENCH TARIFF. 


In France, the duties which are in the general 
tariff appear also in the conventional tariff, and are 
as follows: Grain imported directly from a non- 
European country, 12 cents were 220 pounds; from 
European warehouses, 84 cents per 220 . 
However, you can ask, inthe special convention 
with France, that no extra tax be levied at the 
European warchouses. It will be granted, and in 
certain cases you will have to pay 12 cents instead 
of 84 cents. Same remare for flour. The duty 
is, when it comes directly from a non-European 
country, 24 cents per 220 pounds, and 84 cents 
when it comes from Europe. It will always be 
24 cents if a convention between France and the 
United States is signed. In spite of the 
tendencies now being shown by some 
Reropean Governments, and, although England 
be somewhat inclined to follow Ger- 
e and tax American grain, I can 
certify that France has not the slightest idea of 
impeding your export trade. For the last few 
months the doings and sayings of some people sup- 
posed to be actingin an official way may have 
alarmed you. Do not be afraid for so little! The 
French liament intends to act for the dest in- 
terest of the French people, and repudiates the 
theory of those patriots who wish to tax wheat and 
admit, free of duty, the flutes with which careworn 
and hungry suffering laborers may while away their 
leisure hours.

A sister of Maurice Cole, whom Henry Pace 
killed to avenge his daughter’s honor, as 
was said, writes a letter to the London 7é- 
egraph in defense of her brother’s memory, in 
which she says: 

“If not trespassing too much, allow me to 
state a few facts which have not yet been made 
public, and which may tend to palliate the cruel 
aspersions that are cast upon the memory of a 
loved brother. Through inadvertance my 
brother’s relatives were not represented by 
counsel at the late trial, in consequence of 
which a great quantity of one-sided evidence 
has gone forth to the public, a great portion of 
which would have been contradicted in court 
had witnesses been called to speak to facts, 
which I will now endeavor to state. In the 
Urst place, the deceased is said to — 
inveigied Lizzie: from her home, yet 
have proof she left entirely by her * 
wish. When my brother was first emploved 
at Messrs. Moore’s be was not ‘a friendiess 
man,’ as stated ut the trial, for the greater num- 
ber of his relatives were at that time, and still 
are, living in London.

and a centre for literature and art, as well as 
for politics and fashion, but this will be the 
gradual work of years.

“The butchers, the bakers, and the candlestick- 
makers,“ with other purveyors for the food and 
raiment of Uncie Sam’s men, are more or less 
successful, although nearly all of them are oc- 
casionally victimized by the operations of 
4 GENERAL CREDIT SYSTEM. 
Enormous profits are charged, but they are ter- 
ribly reduced on the balance-sheet by bad debts. 
Even “ honorable ” Congressmen do not hesi- 
tate to run up bills, and then say to importu- 
vate creditors, in the language of ex-Repre- 
sentative Tweed, What are you a going to do 
about it? The only really prosperous citizens 
are the discounters of paper at high rates of 
interest, with coming salaries aasecurity. Scores 
of Congressmen have drawn their pay months, 
and some of them years, in advance, insuring 
their lives to make the Shylock safe who has 
‘+ accommodated’’ them at the rate of 2 per 
cent a month. In the Departments, a large pro- 
portion of the salaries are pledged, and the lady- 
clerks are noted borrowers. Some of the largest 
fortunes here have been made by this advance 
of money at high rates of interest on salaries, 
and curious stories are told of the contests be- 
tween the lenders and the borrowers when the 
latter have tried to appropriate their pledged 
salaries.
